Action. 

Wo believe thut woro a vigorou*, 
detorminct] demonstration in favor ol 
adding li>is Colony to tho Now Domin 
ion mado by our people, that it would 
meet with huccos-* ; and that boforo a 
twolvetnonth had il iwn over our 
bonds we should ho in llio iull o> j >y- 
ment of ovon gronter political privi-i 
leges than thoso «urrendorod at 
thetitnool Union. We apprehend no 
danger from Bpeedy Con led -.'rati on, 
provided wo aro admitted upon tho 
Bame looting as othor Colonies heforo 
m. \Yo could in rear-on auk no gieator 
privilege!* than they enjoy — wo could 
in juHtico 10 our-olvos accept no less 
"Wo ato aware thai there aro a clans 
ot politicians who go from door to door 
holding up to public gazo tho picture 
of desolation and misery that Uncon 
ditional Union has painted for us, and 
predicting that Conft deration will 
bring quito as many ills in its train. 
This peurilo stuff and nonsenso is not 
even believed by tboso who vend it in 
allopathic doses Tbero is not tho 
Blightost analogy betwoen tho two 
eohemes. Unconditional Union de- 
prived us of certain privileges that 
under tho Island Government wore 
secured to us by Imporial Statute. 
Confederation (not unconditional, but 
upon tho sarao basis and conditions 
that other Colonies bavo found 
it advantageous to accept) will not 
only rostoro the privileges wo bartered 
for union, but will add to them, Our 
liborty will bo ovon greater than be- 
f jre. Wo shall bo enabled through a 
Basponsiblo Ministiy to govern our- 
Belvos — to maUo what dinpo-ition wo 
deem propor of tho money raised by 
taxation. There will bo no exponsdvo 
Civil List forced down our throats. 
Thoro will bo no " official elemont" in 
tho Council to outvoto and render 
nugatory the efforts of tho people's 
representatives towards an econom- 
ical and hotiost administration of 
publio affairs. Wo shall possess a 
constitution precisely similar to thut 
of England. If tho Government op- 
poso tho pooplo, the Government must 
go to i ho wall and make way for a 
popular Ministry. Do tho peoplo of 
this Colonj' desire to socure privileges 
such as those J 1 or aro they content 
with their present condition of polit cal 
dogrodation and misory— a condition 
only equalled under the British flag 
by that of tho blacks of Jamaica 1 
Tho answor rests entirely with tho 
Coloni-ts. They c»n luivo Confeder- 
ation if they want it. Liberty is 
within their grasp. Thoy have but 
to strotcii out their hands and it is 
theirs. Thiy have but to endorse the 
unanimous resolution of i ha Legisla- 
tive Council and they will be sure ol 
being heard. But tho time for ex- 
pressing feelings and opinions on the 
subject is slipping rapidly aw. y, ami 
delays, we hH know, mo dangerous. 
One of the foremost men ot the 
Dominion has written that he will 
eupp' rt our immediate Confederation 
but ho wishes to learn tho views 
of tho peoplo beloro taking action. 
Wo aro satisfied that a lifgj— 
a very large — nmj irity ol tbu Colo- 
nists aro in favor ol uniting their des- 
tinies with those of their Eastern 
brethren. Thoy are heartily tirod of 
tho expensive one-man firm of Gov- 
ernment, with which they are saddled. 
Thoy aro tired of seeing the public 
monoy foolishly and recklessly ex- 
pended. Tuey aro tired of the rulo oT 
officials, tho chief ambition of whoso 
life appoars to bo to oat a certain num- 
ber of good dinners und drink a nor* 
tain number of baskets of Veuvo Cli- 
quot at Colonial oxpenso, and then 
go homo and receive promotion for 
" distinguished bcrvicon." This vilo 
system of Government nood not last. 
All tho Coloi bts are called upon to do 
is to speak, and thoir voioo will bo 
heard and listened to at Ottawa, wlim 



soon will bo assembled scores of states- 
men who in their own Colonics com- 
batted for yrars with evils procisoly 
similar to thoso of which wo complain. 
Nothing but vigorous action saved 
them from utter ruin ; nothing 
but vigorous action will save ub. 
Shall wo bavo it ? Tho Parliament is 
largely Confederation in its complexion, 
scaroely a baker's dozen of Antis hav- 
ing secured seats in either branch. 
Newfoundland through its Legis" 
lature is preparing to follow tho wino 
example of her sisters by ontoring 
tho Union. Princo Edward's Island ennnot 
long remain "out aloue in Iho wet.'' Red Itivor 
will bo incorporuied with the Confederacy 
before the 1st of February, and there is 
nothing to prevent British Columbia joining 
at the same time if her eons will but movo 
immediately in tho matter. Shall we havo 
an expression of sentiment to telegraph to 
the East before Iho meeting of the Con< 
federated Parliament, so that or addition 
to tho Confederacy may bo included in tho 
Ministerial programme ? or, shall we allow 
the lew precious days that remain to pass 
unimproved, anil by our inaction negloct the 
mo?! excellent opportunity wo may havo for 
years ol ridding oarselve? of the G ivjto- 
rneuial incubus that now bears with such 
crushing weight upon the country?

The New Constitution ol Peru. 

The new Constitution of Peru was formally 
proclaimed u the 2:8 h ot July. The follow- 
ing ia n summary of its provisions : 

••No olher reliiiii n, beetles the Catholic, ia 
allowed the pontic ox rcise ol its worship. 

"Congress ulone can levy contribution. 

"The nation is our respoosiole lor uny ob- 
liua'inns contracted or any compacts made 
bv dtfaclo uovernuients, although they may 
liav,- sway in iho capital ot l he republic, as 
long a" such obligations and compact ure not 
approved by a national congress. 

■ Nobody Is obliged to do what is not pro- 
scribed by low, nor prohibited from doing 
what is nut f rhidden by law. 

"Human life and property, domestic sec/ots 
and iho secrets ol letters arc inviolable, 

" There aro not and cannot b: any s!uvo3 ia 
tho republic 

'NobiHy can be arrested without a writ 
Irom a competent jodae. 

"Nobody can bo removed from tho republic 
or from his residoncs without eentcuoe hav- 
ing been pronounced, 

'•Everybody can make uso of the ptess, 
wiitiout previous censorship or responsibility; 
but all publications which attack private 
lite must I, - signed by thir authors. 

'"Every industry and profession which is 
not contrary io public security, morality and 
health, is p- rmitted. 

'■Every loreigoer may ocpniro landed pro- 
perly, and in regard to it, lomain subject to 
the same rights and obligation as the Per- 
uvians. 

-The right of individual or collective peti- 
tion is free, as also that of publicly or pri 
vately assembling. 

"Children of Peruvian fathers or mother, 
even when boru abroad, are considered Per - 
uvians by birth. 

*> "Peruvians by naturalization nro conse- 
quently full ciliz-sns, and so also all foreign 
ers over twenty-one years of age, residing in 
Peru, who exercise some calling, iudu-lry or 
pi of ssion, and have their names inscribed in 
the civil register. 

"All citiz ens can obtain public places, if 
possessed of The requisites prescribed by law. 

"The judiciary is independent from all 
other powers. Congress is the only legislat- 
ing power. 

•'He who is not born in Peru cannot be 
representative in Congress, Minister nor 
President of the republic. 

" The term of office ot the President ol Ilia 
repu-liu is 13 vo years." 

Miraculous Escape from Instant Deatu. 
We regret to reco-d a very serious accident 
which happened to Miss E. 11. Priddis, eld. 
e-it daughter of Mr Charles Priddis, mer- 
chant of this city, on Wednesday evening 
last.

Constantinople, Aug 27. 

Fa tid Pasha's mission to tho Czar, the 
rumors of extensive Ministerial changes, 
and tlio actual communication by tho 
Sultan to Ins Divan of his personal views 
and projects with respect to tho material 
improvements of tlio Empire, as suggested 
by his recent tctir in Western Europe — 
interesting ns those topics tiro— occupy 
the OotiBtantinopolitan mind, 'Turkish or 
Greek, very little in comparison with an 
event which 1ms created a sensation here 
only short of that which would be pro 
dtieed by the final extinction of the 
Cretan insurrection, so often officially an- 
nounced, but now only beginning to look 
like a certainty. The Izeddin, ono of 
the Sultan's ynclits, which litis for some 
time been employed in cruising in the 
Cretan waters, arrived here on Friday 
Inst with tbo news that the career of tlio 
famous blockade-runner, the Arkadi, had 
at last been cut short. Though the Iztd 
din was decorated with flags in honour of 
the achievement, in which she herself took 
the principal part, the Greeks refused to 
believe in the catastrophe, and one of their 
local papers even denied the news pub- 
lished by the semi-official French papers, 
but had to issue a special edition in the 
evening retracting its contradiction. The 
following account of the Arkndi's destruc- 
tion may be relied on as correct : — 

"On Monday evening, August 1 9, the 
Izeddin was lying with her steam up 
under the lofty rocks of Aya-Roumeli, on 
the southern coast, of (Jreio. There was 
no moon, and it was tv dull, cloudy night. 
At a qtiar'or-past 9 tho officer of the 
wnteb and the men on the look out heard 
the sound of paddlewheels, which ceased 
in a few moments. The Izoddin lirod u 
couple of shot, antl the unknown steamed, 
which had evidently been proceeding 
stealthily, then quickened Iter .-peed, and 
her situation was made known by the 
smoke from her funnels, which previously 
was not visible. The Izeddin, which was 
about four or live miles off, at once fol- 
lowed in her wake, and commenced by 
firing her two bow guns — Prussian breech 
loaders — the Arkadi (as tho stranger 
was concluded to be) replying with her 
stern gun. She overtook the Arkadi 
after a chase of two hours and a half. 
The Arkadi suddenly stopped, owing, it 
was afterwards found, to the derangement 
of the starboard paddlewheel, caused 
most likely by a shot from tho Izeddin. 
The latter, shooting past, fired one of her 
stern chasers, which raked the Arkadi s 
deck, and then, turning swiftly buck, with 
full steam on, struck the Arkadi on the 
starboard bow, which she ripped up T 
two vessels remained in close quarters for 
eight or nine minutes, during which time 
both crews fought band to hand over tho 
bulwarks, the Greeks firing pistols and 
throwing tomahawks, and the Turkish 
marines keeping up a steady fire with 
their rifles. jS'o attempt was made to 
board by either side. The Greeks, it is 
said, disappeared from the deck and went 
below, and the Turks were equally mind 
ful of the maxim, that 'discretion is the 
better part of valor.' Eventually, the 
commander of the Izeddin (Hassan Bey) 
ordered his vessel to be backed astern, 
with the intention a making a fresh rush 
at hio opponent, which, however, took 
advantage of the opportunity to make for 
the shore, then only half or three quarters 
of a mile olf, and she ran aground among 
the reefs, where it was impossible to fol- 
low her. About this time the Mtilimoti- 
die anil Ertogrtil frigates appeared in 
sight, about four or live miles oil". When 
the Mahmondie oatno up (about 2 o'clock 
in tho morning) the Admiral, Ibrahim 
Pasha, directed several shells to bo fired 
at tho Arkadi, and also on shote, in ordei 
lo -disperse ntiy insurgents who might 
havo coino down to assist tho crew. 
Soon after flames were observed from the 
after part of the ship, and explosions were 
heard from lime to time, on which ac 
count it was considered prudent to defer 
boarding her until daylight. As soon ns 
day broke the boats of tho Mahmoudio 
and Izeddin were lowered, with pumps 
&c, and the Arkadi was hoarded by the 
Admiral. Captain Hassan Hey, and a 
number of officers and men. She was 
quite deserted ; but one wounded man 
was found on board, and he was removed 
to tho Mnhmoudie, where ho received 
everv attention. Tne bodies of two or 
three sailors were lying on deck, several 
limbs shot off in the fight were scatteVed 
about, and there was a good deal of blood 
on the (lush deck. Tin; aft part of the 
vessel was completely gutted by life, but 
the fire had not reached the coal bunkers, 
anil the engines wen; uninjured either by 
fire or water. There were only four gims 
onboard. Two of tho crew of the Ized 
din wore killed by the Arkudi's shot, uud 
two by tho bursting of one of her own 
guns, a splinter from which also slightly 
wounded Captain Hassan Bey in the face. 
A loiiinliuwk was thrown at him from the 
Arkadi, but did not hit hinv. Eleven of 
the Izeddin's crew were wounded, and 
are now under treatment in il aval hos- 
pital. A shot passed through her funnel 
and her wheel, but- did not do any serious 
damage. A shell also pissed through the 
second engineer's cabin, and hurst, harm 
lessly on the other side of the vessel 
The bulwarks of the ship were pierced in 
several places by shot. The French Ad 
tniral, who had left Ayn-Itoiiineli at half- 
past 8 on Monday evening with a number 
of Cretan refugees, and who wis making 
for Souda, seeing tint chase, lay to lor the 
night, and witnessed the whole affair. In 
the morning ho sent his officers on board 
the J zed d,iu to obtain a detailed account. 
At 8 a.m. on Monday morning the Turk- 
ish Admiral despatched the Izeddin to 
Oohea to report tbo destruction of tho 
Arkadi to the Senlar Kkrem. Omar 
Pasha, on learning the news, directed that 
a mouth's pay should be given to the offi- 
cers anil men of tin: Iznddin, and decor 
a ted several of the former with the Order 
of tho Jkledjidle. His Highness then sent 
the ship on to Constantinople to communi- 
cate llio intelligence lo the Sultan. His 
Majesty testified his satisfaction by pro- 
moting the captain and several of tho 
officers of the Izoddin, and by Hid grant 
of a sum of 2,500 I Iras for distribution 
among the officers and men, His Ma- 
jesty's mother (tho Sultana Valido) also 
presented tho crow with a gratification of 



three lirns each, nnd the officers with a 
month's pay.'' 

The Mahmondie and Ertogrnl re- 
mained behind to tnke out the Arkadi's 
engines and fittings. 

This was the Aikadi's tweDty-fourlh voy- 
ago to Crete. It is net known hero bnw 
many men she lost, bat, no doubt, moot of 
those on board got away when the vessel ran 
aground. It was at first said that many 
relugees wore on board, but this is a mistake, 
as she was on hor way to aud not from the 
island. Tbe insurgents huvo lost in hor a 
most valuab e nuxiliary, wbibh kept them in 
constant supply of recruits, ammunition and 
provisions, and relieved them as well of tlio 
embarrassment of widows and orphans and 
distressed nomcombutants.

Reciprocity Treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands. 



Tho Hawaiian Gazette of September 
-1 til contains the full text of the 
Reciprocity Treaty recently conclud- 
ed between tin Hawaiian and the 
United States Govenmeuts. The Legis- 
lative Assembly lias approved the treaty 
by a nearly unanimous vote. It now only 
requires tho ratification of the United 
States Senate to go into effect. We give 
the treaty below : 

The United States of America and His 
Majesty the King of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, equally animated by the desire to 
strengthen antl perpetuate the friendly 
relations which have heretofore uniformly 
existed bet ween them ; and lo consolidate 
their commercial intercourse, have resolv- 
ed to enter into a Convention for commer- 
cial reciprocity. 

For this purpose the President of the 
United States has conferred full (lowers on 
Edward E. MeCook, Minister Resident of 
llio United States of America, at Hie 
Hawaiian Islands, and His Majesty, tint 
Iving of the Hawaiian Islands, has confoi. 
red like powers on the Honorable Charles 
Collin Harris, Minister oi Finance, Mem- 
ber of tbe Privy Council of Stale, nnd 
Member of the Cabinet of those Islands, 
ami His Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary 
anil Minister Plenipotentiary of the United 
States of America. Aud the said Pleni- 
potentiaries, nfter having exchanged their 
full powers, which were found to be in duo 
form, have agreed to tho following 
articles : 

Article I. For, and in consideration 
of tho rights and privileges gruniod by 
His Majesty the king of the Hawaiian 
islands, in the next succeeding article of 
this Convention, and has an equivalent 
therefor, the United States of America 
hereby agree to admit all the artioles 
named in the following schedule, the same 
being the growth or produoe of the Ha. 
waiian Islands, into all the ports of the 
United States, free of duty. 

Schedule. Animals, arrow-root, coffee, 
cotton, manufactured ; fruit and vegeta- 
bles, dried and undried, preserved aud 
unpreserved ; furs, hides, aud skins, un- 
dressed ; rieo, Sandal, ICoa and Kou 
woods, and othor ornamental woods ; 
seeds, plants, shrubs and treos ; Bttgar, 
not above No. 12, Dutch standards, in 
color ; syrups of sugar, aud molasses ; 
tallow, 

Article II. For, and in consideration 
of the rights and privileges granted by 
the United States of America, in the pre- 
ceding Article of this Convention, and as 
an equivalent therefor, His Majesty, the 
King of tho Hawaiian Islands, hereby 
agrees to admit all the articles named in 
the following schedule, the same being the 
growth of produce of tho United Slates ol 
America, into all ports of the Hawaiian 
[stands, free of duty. 

Schedule — Argicultnral implements ; 
animals ; beef, pork, bacon, and preserv- 
ed meats ; hoo's and shoes ; bread and 
breadstuff's ; brick, lime and cement ; 
bullion ; cordage and naval stores ; 
copper and comdosition sheathing, nails 
ami bolts ; cotton manufactures, bleached 
and unbleached, colored, stained, paiuttd 
or printed, not exceeding 160 threads to 
the square inch, counting the warp and 
filling ; fish, dried aud pickled, preserved 
or unpreserved ; gold and silver coin ; 
hardwire; hides, furs, skins and felts, un- 
dressed ; hoop iron and rivets ; ice ; iron 
and steel ; leather and tallow ; lumber 
and timber of all kinds, round, hewed and 
sawed, unmanufactured in whole or in 
part ; machinery ; oats and hay ; paper, 
stationery anil books ; petroleum and 
other oils for illuminating antl lubricating 
purposes ; plants, shrubs and trees ; re 
lined sugir; rice; staves and heading: 
woolen manufactures, other then ready" 
mado clothing, 

Article III. The evidence that artie'es 
proposed to be admitted into the ports of 
tie United Stales of America, or the 
ports of the Hawaiian Islands, free of 
duty, under the first and second Articles 
of this Convention, are the growth and 
produce of the United States of America, 
or of the II twaiian Islands, sha 1 be a 
certificate to that elf ct, from the Ameri- 
can or Hawaii in Consul or Consular 
Ag. tit of the port from wh eh such articles 
are expor ed ; or in case there shall be 
no such Consul or Consular Agent resident 
ai such port, then a certificate of like 
chaructor from the Collector of the Port. 

Article IV. The present Convention 
shall take elf-etas soon ns it shall have 
been approved by his Majesty, the King 
of the Hawaiian Islands, in Council, and 
ratified by the Government of lbe United 
States, and the laws required to carry it 
into operation shall have been passod by 
the Congress of the United States of Am- 
erica and the Legislative Assembly of the 
Hawaiian islands. The Convention shall 
remain in force for seven years from the 
date at which it may go into operation ; 
anil further, until the expiration of 12 
months after either of the high con tract, 
ing pariies shall give notice to the other 
of its wish to terminate the samo ; each 
of tbo high contracting parties being at 
liberty to give such notice lo the other at 
tho end of the said term nf seven years, or 
at any time thereafter. 

Article V, The present Convention 
shall bo duly ratified, and the ratifica- 
tions exchanged at Washington City, 
within IS months from the dale hereof or 
earlier, if possible. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipo- 
tentiaries have signed this Convention, 
and have hereunto affixed their seals. 
Done in triplicate, in the English langu- 
age, in the City of San Frunciseo, this 
twenty-first day of May, Anno Domini,
